(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent 

4. Claims 1-52 & 61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by The article 
of "Omnisky licenses handspring blazer browser technology for faster web browsing of more 
websites". 

5. As to claims 1-1 1, 14-19, the article teaches a system for automatically accessing Internet 
information from a first local application (address book application) on a handheld Internet 
appliance, the system comprising: 

• a software plug-in (Omnisky wireless software) to automatically launch a second 
local application (data book and/or memo pad) from the first local application 
(address book application), configured to automatically save information [maps 
associated with an address (notice the two way data transfer between the local 
applications and the wireless internet) from the address book application] from a web 
site into a local database associated with the first local application (address book 
application), and configured to create links to the second local application (data book 
and/or memo pad book application) and the web site; 
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• a user interface in the first local application (address book application) to enable the 
user to launch the second local application (data book and/or memo pad book 
application). See the content of the article. 

6. As to claims 12-13, 20-52 & 61, the claims are similar in scope to claims 1-11, 14-19, 
and they are rejected under the same rationale. 

In conclusion, the system of Omnisky inherently teaches the claimed limitations that include 
enabling the user to perform plurality of actions using the famous single tap of Omnisky 
interface to send email, launching different sites to get driving directions, etc. 
Therefore, it can be seen from above that the article anticipates claims 1-52 & 61 .
